THE WAR WON'T WAIT. 


The first tangible result of ihe Juvet-tigaliun by 


'the Senate committee on military affairs of War 


Department performance* and lack of perform- 


ances is the adoption of a resolution calling upon 


the Secretary of War to furnish 20.000 overcoats 


and 47,000 woolen blouses to certain training 


cantonments and to ascertain by telegraph tlie 


shortage m clothing that exists in other named 


cantonments. 
The Senate committee found that 


in nine southern camps clothing shortage in the 
above figures now prevailed. 


As a means for quick action, the committee ad- 


vises the secretary of war to eliminate ''red tape" 
and get the clothing at once. A few days ago Sec- 
retary of Commerce Kedfield issued a depart- 
mental bulletin calling upon his subordinates to 
remember that ''The War Won't Wait/' to forget 
how affairs had been conducted in the government 
in the past and to work efficiently to meet present 
conditions. 
President Wilson has publicly en- 


dorsed this policy of "forget the past and do it 
now/' 


It-is to b'e hoped that the new methods will be 


, adapted to every detail of work. To do this will 
require harsh dealing in some cases; there are men 
in the department who can't move any faster than 
they have .been accustomed to during the last quar- 
ter century, nor can they withdraw their vision 


: Asymmetrical array of circles, curves and 


"loops through", which they have been accustomed 
'to carry their'daily and their lifetime tasks. These 
will have to go if "red tape" is banished. 


According to the annual report of the Secretary 


of War and the record of war activities ia the vari- 
ous bureaus, a stupendous amount of work has 
been done; no greater problem was ever placed 
upon the shoulders of an official. 
Briefly, he had 


, to provide for 2,000,000 uniformed men—counting 


officers, training school students, medical, quar- 
termaster and commissary, signal, engineer, air- 
craft and regular line units. To support and 
transfer, these forces from camp to camp and from 
camp to ports required that from sir to ten civil- 
ians be behind every man in uniform. This means, 
let us say, 10,000,000 men in all branches of the war 
business. 


Secretary Baker had to take up the work of ad- 


ministering this "great force with a corps of sub- 
ordinates who had been accustomed to dealing 
with a military force of from 25,000 to 100,000 
men, trained and equipped, in comparison with the 
requirements of European warfare, for very light

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—The -widespread approval of the 
government's 


proposed action in taking over the railroads and allied properties of the 
country found reflection in a buoyant advance of prices at the active opening 
of today's market.

cover contracts, some of -which were made as recently as yesterday. In- 
dustrials, coppers, shippings and an unusual array of specialties rose two 
to four points, the movement being i«ie broadest and most extensive slnca 
the middle of the year. 


Short covering continued during the morning but further 
selling for 


profits proved a partial offset 
Early reactions were followed by fresh 


absorptions, which lifted some stocks above initial maxlmums. Industrials 
also strengthened, especially the war group. 
Trading diminished in thu 
ttocnd hour, but at noon activity was renewed at or near highest levels. 
' *onds of minor railroads profited by the rise in stocks. 


Buying during the afternoon continued in full swing and extended to in- 


dustrials and specialties which showed extreme gains of three to six points. 


port was forthcoming on the moderate reactions. United States Steel showed 
an extreme advance of 4% points at 88.
